Three daring* rob b ers b rok e into 
the People's Exchange b ank at an 
early hour yesterday morning, b lew 
open the safe, after three loud ex­ 
plosions, and, though the l)uilding 
was surrounded b y hastily aw ak en­ 
ed citizens fully armed, 
escaped 
with nearly .^2,000 in cash in their 
possession. 
The crack smen used nitro-glycer- 
ine in gaining entrance to the v ault, 
and b lew open tlie safe and the 
money drawer within it. 
There 
were three distinct explosions as 
the rob b ers forced their way to the 
b ank 's treasure. 
Although 
they 
were heard hy hundreds of people 
and the b ank was soon surrounded 
b \’ an excited throng, the safe­ 
crack ers escaped and are still at 
lib erty. 
The third cliarge was ex­ 
ploded ev en while the streets in 
front were thronged with people 
b ent on capturing the daring men 
within. 
The loss is $ i,Soo in money and 
$ 700 in drafts. 
The v ault and safe 
are a total wreck . 
Following the 
custom of small hank s, the institu­ 
tion had deposited most of its cash 
in a larger and more secure hank , 
patronizing one at Emporia in this 
instance, and only a few dav s ago 
sev eral thousand dollars were tak en 
to Emporia for deposit. 
The rob ­ 
b ers ov erlook ed $ 128 on a top shelf 
in the b ank and $ 25 in gold which 
the force of the explosion threw 
upon the floor, where they did not 
see it. 
The first explosion stopped the 
clock at exactly 2 105 a. m, A lady 
across the street heard the explo­ 
sion and awak ened her husb and. 
W hile he was b usy discrediting 
what she thought of the matter the 
second explosion occurred. 
The 
husb and then put on his shoes and 
trousers and ran to the house of 
Chashier E. X. Jeffreys, a b lock 
away. 
While Air. 
Jeffreys was 
dressing 
other 
neighb ors 
were 
aroused, and all of them armed 
with what guns could b e gathered, 
ran to the depot and aroused the 
agent, who had in liis possession a 
rev olv er and shotgun. 
They then 
surrounded the b ank , and just as 
they did so the third explosion oc­ 
curred. 
This alarmed the good citizens 
and they all ran out on the street 
and commenced shooting wildlv . 
greatly endangering the liv es of 
each other. 
In the dark ness all 
turned toward what they thought 
was the hank and b egan firing at 
it. 
The b uilding prov ed to he the 


house next to the hank . . It was 
occupied hy a family, hut luck ily 
no one was injured. 
The rob liers ran out the b ack 
door ot the b ank in the excitement, 
and escaped in safetv . 
The first 
explosion b rok e the 
doors of the v ault. 
The second 
b lew the doors of the inner safe 
clear out through the door of the 
v ault and up against the b ank coun­ 
ter. 
Tile third explosion 
b lew 
open the money drawer. 
A lorge 
hole in the lloor of the v aull was 
also b urrowed b y the explosion. 
Ab out an hour after the escape 
three men in a b uggy, who had tlie 
liorses on the dead run, passed a 
camp eight miles west, and thcv 
are supposed to b e the rob b ers. 
Saturday, 
shortly b efore dark , 
three men in a Iniggy drov e into 
town and were still there when tlie 
people went to b ed. 
They had 
their team hitched in an allev near 
the b ank , b ut tliey did nothing to 
arouse the suspicions of the people. 
The citizens hav e a good descrip­ 
tion of the men, which may lead to 
their arrest. 
E. 
Stotts is president of the 
b ank , v S. E. Yeoman is v ice presi­ 
dent, and E. W . Jeffreys is the 
cashier and principal stock liolder. 
The directors will hav e a meeting 
today and will 
mak e an assess­ 
ment on the stock holders cov ering 
the loss. 
\\ hile the capital stock of the 
hank is limited, the stcx'k holders 
are well fixed financially, and an 
assessment at this time will not he 
a hardx<hipon them. 
The dc|)osits 
of the hank aggregate jf^o.cxio. hut 
most oi it was loaned out and a 
large share deposited in otiier hank s 
for safetv .
